Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

This  is  the  seventy-fourth^  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital DepartmenTT^whicTi  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  the  Convales- 
cent Home  in  Dorchester  and  the  West  Department. 
The  Convalescent  Home  which  was  operated  from  1890 
to  1932,  is  at  present  closed.  The  West  Department, 
since  its  close  as  United  States  General  Hospital  No.  10 
in  1928,  has  not  been  in  use. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  3,  1937, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  as  secretary. 

In  April,  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  was  reappointed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30, 
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Expenditures. 


The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,325,199.74.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,528,796.93  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $264,139.47  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $277,244.28  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $83,091.86  on  account  of 
the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station;  $55,144.98  on 
account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station;  $3,072.06 
for  the  West  Department,  and  $113,710.16  was  spent 
by  the  Works  Projects  Administration  for  purchase  of 
supplies  and  materials  for  hospital  buildings  renovation. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$69,698.62,  $66,910.68  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $1,393.97  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  $1,393.97  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $64,797.79  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on 
the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department,  $91,441.33, 
$43,891.84  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$47,549.49  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $23,644.48,  $6,384.01  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $16,787.58  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $472.89  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$6,385.31,  $63.85  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$5,746.78  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $574.68 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Clinical  Laboratory,  $27,678.24,  $26,100.58  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper  and  $1,577.66  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Surgical  Research,  $13,579.67,  $6,789.83  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper  and  $6,789.84  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Oral  Surgery,  $8,508.55,  $1,361.37  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $7,147.18  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Social  Work,  $40,969.98,  $14,339.49  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $24,991.69  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $1,638.80  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients, 
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$3,644.71,  $3,506.21  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  $138.50  on  the  South  Department. 

I  n  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title,  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  excepting 
those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of  $211,646.21.

The  work  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the  new  Surgical 
Operating  and  Ward  Building,  paid  from  this  appro- 
priation, is  almost  completed,  approximately  $120,000 
having  been  expended  for  this  purpose  during  1937. 

There  was  also  paid  from  this  appropriation,  the  sum 
of  $2,245.04,  including  $127.08  for  Architect's  fee,  for 
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work  done  by  Matthew  Cummings  Company  in  con- 
nection with  (heir  contract  for  repairing  damage  <lone 
by  steam  leak  to  sixth  floor  of  Surgical  Operating  and 
Ward  Building.  This  contract  was  completed  and 
accepted  May  13,  1937. 

Contracts  Paid  from  Regular  Appropriation  B-39. 
M.  B.  Foster  Electric  Company. 
In  June,  1937,  bids  were  advertised  for  Furnishing 
and  Installing  a  Complete  Fire  Alarm  System  in  the 
Hospital.  When  these  bids  were  opened  it  was  found 
that  all  were  in  excess  of  the  money  allotted  in  the 
budget.  It  was  then  decided  to  defer  part  of  the  work 
until  later  in  the  year  when  perhaps  money  would  be 
available.  A  contract  for  the  first  part  of  the  work 
was  awarded  on  August  3,  1937,  to  the  M.  B.  Foster 
Electric  Company  who  was  the  low  bidder  in  the  sum 
of  $33,753.  Later  on,  December  3,  1937,  another  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  the  Foster  Company  in  the  sum 
of  $13,130,  making  a  total  of  $46,883  for  the  entire 
work.  In  addition  to  this,  $3,750.64  was  paid  to  James 
H.  Ritchie  for  architectural  services  rendered  with  this 
contract.  The  contract  is  scheduled  for  completion 
on  January  22,  1938. 

Quinn  Brothers. 
On  September  1,  1937,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,600  was  awarded  to  Quinn  Brothers  Electrical  Com- 
pany for  Repairs  to  Electric  Wiring  in  Surgical  Operat- 
ing and  Ward  Building.  These  repairs  were  made 
necessary  because  of  the  damage  done  by  a  steam  leak. 
This  work  was  completed  on  September  30,  1937,  and 
payment  has  been  made  in  full.  In  connection  with 
this  contract  $96  was  paid  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Hatch  for 
supervising  said  repairs. 

Norwood  Engineering  Company. 
On  November  18,  1937,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,645  was  awarded  to  the  Norwood  Engineering  Com- 
pany for  making  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  to 
Swimming  Pools  in  House  Officers'  Building  and  Nurses' 
Home.  This  contract  was  completed  on  December  18, 
1937,  and  all  but  the  final  payment  has  been  made. 
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Otis  Elevator  Company. 

On  December  30,  1937,  a  contract  was  awarded  to 
the  Otis  Elevator  Company  in  the  sum  of  $955  per 
month.  This  contract  is  to  continue  through  the  year 
1938.  This  contract  was  for  Furnishing  Otis  Elevator 
Service  to  Hospital  elevators. 

Works  Projects  Relief  Administration. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  added  to  the  Hospital 
budget  the  amount  of  $113,710.16  for  the  purchases  of 
supplies  and  materials  for  emergency  relief  projects, 
the  Works  Projects  Relief  Administration  paying  the 
salaries  of  the  workers. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Building  for  Convalescent 

Men. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $29,804.12  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1938,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$129,804.12. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Tyler  is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to 
January  1,  1938,  $973,736.59  has  been  delivered  to  the 
City  Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
